Now York, April 13.—Tho anthracite 
mine workers during the day offered 
the operators the choice of two propo­ 
sitions—a resubmission of Hie miners’ 
original 
demands with two 
amend­ 
ments, or that the whole controversy 
lie placed before 
the st!ike commis­ 
sion. 
Tile 
operators 
made 
an 
in­ 
formal reply in which they intimated 
that they 
are not likely 
to accept 
either offer. 
They will make an offi­ 
cial answer by letter and there will be 
no further meetings unless something 
develops. 
While there is still Lope 
that grounds for a peaceful settlement 
would be found, the contending par­ 
ties seem to have almost reached the 
limit of negotiations, 
lf tile operators 
should decide to decline both proposi­ 
tions 
a convention of delegates 
of 
miners will probably he called to de­ 
clare a strike effective. 
In one 
of the amendments 
to the 
original demands President Mitchell 
drolls the request for the recognition 
of the union and provides that the pro­ 
posed agreement 
he made 
between 
the operators and the anthracite mine 
workers instead of the 
United Mine 
Workers 
of 
America. 
The 
other 
amendment 
provides that only 
em­ 
ployes who 
are willing shall 
be as­ 
sessed a certain sum each month to 
defray the expenses of carrying out 
the proposed check-off agreement. 
If 
the operators will not accept this the 
miners propose that it and the opera­ 
tors' lirst proposition, which provides 
tor a renewal for three years of the 
award of the anthracite commission, 
he referred to the strike commission. 
Thus the miners drop the second offer, 
whicli provides for arbitration by the 
conciliation 
board 
and ignore 
the 
operators’ second proposition with tho 
exception 
of tile strike 
commission 
feature, which they accept. 
After 
tile miners’ double counter 
proposition was read President Ruer 
replied that he regretted 
that tho 
miners could not accept their proposi­ 
tions and added that they could not 
modify them. 
The operators, he said, 
will answer the miners’ latest proposi­ 
tion by letter. 
The conference then 
adjourned subject to the call of Pres­ 
idents Baer and Mitchell. 
It is said the operators will wait un­ 
til after next Tuesday, when tile inter­ 
national executive board of the min­ 
ers’ union meets at Indianapolis, be­ 
fore making a reply in order to learn 
what action the board will take with 
regard to the arbitration proposition 
made by the bituminous operators of 
Ohio.

New York Legislature Disposes of In ­ 
surance Measures. 
A Hinny, N. Y., April 13. 
Four more 
cf the hills recommended by the spe­ 
cie! insurance investigating commit 
tee were passed by both houses of the 
Icgi la!tire during Hh* day and hi ad­ 
dition the assembly passed the “big 
hill” generally amending the insurance 
law. 
The senate made this hill a spe­ 
cial order tor Wednesday. The senate 
cise put over as ii special order for 
Monday night the socalled st hi i per­ 
jury bill, which already has passed tho 
assembly, but has been amended by 
the senate. 
Only two of the nine bills remain in 
completed, the general bill passed by 
the assembly and pending in tin* s e n ­ 
a t e and the anti perjury bill, amended 
but 
not passed by 
the senate 
ami 
which, if passed there, must return to 
tile assembly for conference 
The four hills passed during the day 
and now awaiting the governor’s ap­ 
proval are: 
The anti-lobby hill, which require-* 
registration of Icgi dative agents and 
reports of their compensation and ex 
pense:* to be filed with tho secretary 
of state. 
Tin* toil more effectively penalizing 
falsification of the records of any cor­ 
poration by any officer or employe. 
The hill prohibiting political contri­ 
butions 
by any corporation 
and re 
quiring any participant in a violation 
to testify regarding 
it, under assur­ 
ance of immunity 
from prosecution 
upon his own testimony. 
The new bill of the committee quali­ 
fying any policyholder of a stock Bf* 
insurance company to act as a direc­ 
tor therein, regardless of whether he 
holds any stock of the company. This* 
bill affects 
especially the 
Equitable 
Life Assurance society. 
Two bills passed earlier in the week 
are in the governor’s hands, the anti­ 
rehate bill and the bill relative to ac­ 
quisition of real property. 
One bill, that postponing 
the elec­ 
tions of the four mutual companies in­ 
corporated under 
the laws 
of this 
state, has already become a law.

MUCH ENTHUSIASM MANIFESTED 


Attorney Larson Talked on Duties 


and Responsibilities of 


School Boards 


Despite the inclement weather today 
there is a large attendance at the meet 
ing of officers uf the school boards of 
( ‘row Wing county. 
Tho district court 
room, where the session is being held, is 
well tilled and much interest is taken in 
tho discussions and many points are be­ 
ing brought out that must help officials 
to a clearer knowledge of their rights 
and duties. 
After effecting a temporary organiza­ 
tion Attorney Larson addressed the 
meeting o n the “ Duties and Responsi 
bilbies of School Boards." 
Mr. Larson 
took up tho sections of the new code 
dealing with this subject one by one 
and explained their application to the 
work in Crow Wing county. 
Questions 
on tho various subjects wero invited 
and much light was thrown on the sub­ 
ject both in general and in detail. 
The 
new code has made several changes in 
the way of making the powers and 
duties and authority of boards more 
specific and several questions that have 
vexed the souls of the directors wen- 
settled. 
Mr. Larson closed by urging 
all members to uphold the teacher in i 
every possible way and especially in 
maintainingdisciplino. Thequestionwas 
asked what they should tell the teacher 
to do if the parents objected to having 
their children whipped when necessary 
and Mr. Larson advised tho boards to 
tell tho teacher to whip them just the 
same and stand by the teacher. 
Several other questions, 
including 
that of whether the teacher or the board 
must pay for building the tires, and the 
use of tho school house for purposes 
other than school were brought out and 
discussed. 
Mr. Wilson also made a brief talk to 
the convention touching on subjects 
somewhat along the same lines as tho 
remarks of Mr. Larson.

is blowing from the volcano in the di­ 
rection of Naples, carrying the ashes 
in this direction. 
Toward evening the 
fall of ashes 
and cinders here 
was 
worse than at any time since the erup­ 
tion began. 
From the observatory of Mount Ve­ 
suvius, where 
Director Matte lied is 
continuing his work, the scene is one 
of great impressiveness. 
To reach Hie 
observatory one must walk for miles 
over hardened but hot lava covered 
with sand until lie comes to a point 
whence nothing can be seen but vast
